WILMINGTON - Trash days 
could be looking a lot different 
erin Wilmington neighborhoods 
* inthe not too distant future, A 

move to automated refuse col- 
lection and ‘single stream’ 
recycling could, proponents 
believe, lead to more partici- 
pation in recycling efforts by 
residents. 

During Monday evening’s 
meeting, the Board of 
Selectmen heard a presenta- 
tion by James Nocela of Waste 
‘Management (WM), the 
town’s current vendor for 
‘solid waste disposal, outlining 
the pros-and-cons of moving 
to automated collection and 


single stream recycling. 
Single stream recycling com- 
pletely eliminates the need for 
residents to sort various types 
of recyclable materials - 
everything goes into one con- 
tainer and out to the curb. 
So-called automated collec- 
tion involves a collection 
truck outfitted with a mechan- 
ical arm that reaches out, 
secures a specialized recepta- 
cle, and dumps its contents 
into the truck. The method 
saves on labor, as only a sin- 
gle worker is needed to drive 
and operate the truck. This 
savings in labor costs, accord- 
ing to Nocela, will help offset

Not really...low voter turnout, no surprises 


WILMINGTON - It just 
might have been one of the 
lowest voter turnout percent- 
ages ever recorded in 
Wilmington. There was no 
election fanfare, no one anx- 
iously waiting for results to be 
announced and no surprises in 
the election on Saturday, April 
26, in which only 604 regis- 
tered voters exercised their 
right to vote in an election for 
a series of uncontested seats 
in Wilmington. 

Those 604 votes represent 3.9 
percent of the town’s 15,295 
registered voters. Of the 


roughly 2,500 registered voters 
in each of the six precincts, 
precinct five had the highest 
turnout at 127 voters. 
Precincts one and six had the 
lowest totals. at 78 and 74 
respectively. 

Town Clerk Sharon George 
recognized that uncontested 
races tend to lower the num- 
ber of people who get out to 
vote, but still expressed her 
disappointment with the 
unusually low voter turnout. 
George said Wilmington tradi- 
tionally has higher numbers 
in national elections.

BRENTWOOD, N.H. (AP) — 
The case of Sheila LaBarre, 
who has admitted killing two 
men on her Epping (New 
Hampshire) farm, has taken 
another twist, after police 
revealed they found toes from 
another suspected victim on 
the property. 

LaBarre has admitted killing 
Kenneth Countie, formerly of 
Wilmington and Tewksbury, 
and Michael Deloge, but is 
elaiming insanity. 


The discovery of the toes 
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was revealed in arguments 
over whether an FBI profiler 
who specializes in serial 
killers can testify. 

Countie has family living in 
Tewksbury, and he had lived 
in Wilmington just prior to 
moving in with LaBarre at her 
horse farm in Epping, N.H. 

Rockingham County 
Superior Court Judge Tina 
Nadeau ruled the profiler can- 
not testify for the state and 
said telling the jury about the 
toes would be more prejudicial 
against LaBarre than helpful 
for the jury. 

Prosecutors say the profiler 
analyzed the case, including 
toes discovered at the farm

Assisted living facility to be built 


WILMINGTON - The land- 
mark Ski Haus building that 
stood for more than 30 years 
on Lowell Street ushering 
motorists from Interstate 93 
and Reading into Wilmington 
is no more. It was knocked 
down this past Monday morn- 
ing to make way for an assist- 


ed living facility. 

The 320 Lowell Street proper- 
ty, formerly owned by John 
Elia, Jr., was sold to Windsor 
Parking, LLC on April 2, 2008 
for $2,525,000. The single 
three-story building permitted 
to be built on the property 
includes 99 beds spread out 
amongst units consisting of 


one and two bedrooms. Once 
completed, it will be owned 
and operated by Woodbriar of 
Wilmington, the same group 
that owns and operates the 
skilled nursing facility located 
directly behind, and abutting, 
the Lowell Street property. 
The new development will 
give up its direct access to 
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Lowell Street. All access to 
public roadways will be routed 
through the existing skilled 
nursing facility parking lot 
and onto West Street

engineer on Raytheon’s SL- 
AMRAAM (Surface Launched 
Advanced Medium Range Air 
to Air Missile) project, is also 
a “Math Moves You” ambas- 
sador, He travels around the 
country talking to kids about 
being a rocket scientist. He 
shared his personal story 
with children, talking about 
growing up in rural America 
one of six boys with a single 
mother. As a child, he and his 
brothers began experiment- 
ing with rockets, building 
their own out of pipes and 
blowing them up in fields 
near their home. 

Don’t try that at home kids, 
you might be arrested these 
days, he cautioned. 

Later Fredrick took his 
affinity for rockets and put it 
to work with a career begun 
at NASA before moving onto 
Raytheon. He even spent time 
as a Weapons Inspector in 
Iraq. 3 

Mathematics, aerodynam- 
ics, government, teamwork, 
physics, finance, chemistry, 
biology, computers, and most 
important, safety, comprise 
the list of things future rocket 
scientists will need in their 
tool kit. 

“Math and Science are very 
important,” said Fredrick to 
the 139 children packed into 
the Freedom Theater on the 
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Tewksbury campus, “but 
they’re not the only thing that 
counts.” 


He emphasized that in addi- © 


tion to the academic subjects 
listed above, engineers must 
also possess reliability, hon- 
esty, humility, integrity, and 
compassion. Making mistakes 
is part of science and engi- 
neering, it's expected even, 
but one must learn from 
them. 

“Do everything you can to 
protect innocent lives,” 
reminded Frederick. 

Fredrick used a_ stick 
blender and Frisbees to illus- 
trate Bernoulli’s Principle, 
engaging the children rang- 


ing in ages from 9 to 15 and . 


gearing them up for launch- 
ing water bottle rockets in the 
parking lot. 

There, next to a Humvee 
outfitted with SL-AMRAAM 
hardware, kids from all over 
the Merrimack Valley, and 
about fifteen from Tewksbury 
and Wilmington, took turns 
pulling the string to launch 
different sized water bottle 
rockets. The rockets, powered 
only by water and air pres- 
sure, delivered courtesy of a 
few strapping boys and a 
bicycle pump, flew fast. A few 
bumped office-building win- 
dows, giving engineers .a bet- 
ter excuse than free food to 
ditch some work and watch 
the rockets. The group found 
that the smaller one-liter bot- 
tles flew much farther than 
the two-liter rockets, one even 
finishing its flight on the roof 
of a distant office building. 

As part of the day’s festivi- 
ties, children learned about 
Human Factors Engineering, 
built balloon-powered cars out 
of straws and foam, and 
enjoyed breakfast, lunch and 
an ice cream social.

ing regulations. By all

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accounts, this effort has paid 
off big. 

By now everyone has heard 
of the health risks related to 
so-called trans fats and how 
they can have a direct signifi- 
cant effect on a person’s 
increased risk of heart dis- 
ease. Trans fats are a certain 
type of fat that is produced 
when vegetable oil is 
processed into dehydrogenat- 
ed oil. Trans fats are com- 
monly found in margarine and 
in many oils used to deep fry 
foods. 

Many people are now trying 
to avoid trans fats when 
selecting food to eat. 
However, it’s one thing to read 
the labels on products that are 
purchased in a grocery store, 
but how do you know the 


ingredients of the food 
ordered in a restaurant? That 
was the challenge the 
Wilmington Board of Health 
took up last year when it 
began the process of helping 
folks better identify foods that 
they may want to avoid to 
reduce their consumption of 
trans fats. 

The challenge was to create 
and implement regulations 
that require each food estab- 
lishment to adjust their 
menus to make reference to 
the content of trans fat con- 
tained in the items listed. In 
that way a customer can make 
informed decisions about the 
food they want to order. 

This effort has been very 
successful. Owners of food 
establishments have become 
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much more aware of the their 
own ingredients and the: con- 
cern for trans fat content. 
Many food establishments 
have chosen to eliminate trans 
fats from their menus alto- 
gether. Others have chosen to 
change their menus in order 
to comply with the new regu- 
lations. The Wilmington 
Board of Health food inspec- 
tor has worked with the food 
establishments to make sure 
that the menu disclosure 
requirements are met, and at 
this time has determined that 
all of the restaurants in the 
Town of Wilmington are in 
compliance. This now makes 
a decision to eat: in 
Wilmington a healthy choice. 
The text of the new trans fat 
regulations reads: “Any ‘food 
establishment which offers for 
sale or consumption -food 
items which contain Trans 
fatty acids shall inform con- 
sumers on all brochures, 
menu advisories, label. state- 
ments, placards or other writ- 
ten materials listing the. spe- 
cific food item that- contains 
the trans fatty acid. The fol- 
lowing statement shall also be 
included, “Trans fatty acids

cases of malignant melanoma 
(the most serious form of skin 
cancer) are expected to be 
i this year in the U.S. 
Nearly 11,200 people will die 
from skin cancer in 2008, most- 
ly due to malignant melanoma 
which is among the fastest ris- 
ing cancers in the U.S. 

Sunburns, the markers of 
intense (UV) exposure, remain 


common among adolescents 
despite extensive publicity 
around skin cancer prevention 
messages and evidence that 
excessive sun exposure in child- 
hood contributes to the risk of 
skin cancers later in life. 
Susceptibility to UV damage is 
higher among individuals with 
fair skin, a family history of 
skin cancer, the presence of 
moles and freckles, or a history 
of severe sunburns early in life. 

Fortunately, skin cancer is 
one of the most preventable 
forms of cancer. To protect 
against UV radiation, the 
American Cancer Society tec- 
ommends that people: 

* Wear protective clothing in 
the sun. Wear a hat that shades 
the face, neck, and ears. Plan 
outdoor activities to avoid the 
midday sun. 

* Examine the skin regularly. 
Suspicious lesions or progres- 
sive changes in a lesion’s 
appearance or size should be 
evaluated promptly by a physi- 


* Wear sunglasses to protect 
eyes from UV light. 

* Use sunscreen with a. sun 
protection factor (SPF) of 30 or 
higher and apply a generous 
amount (about a palmful) 15 to 
20 minutes before going out- 


especially after swimming, per- 
spiring, or towel drying.. Use 
sunscreen even on hazy days. 

* Avoid artificial sources of

Earl Boutwell III graduated 
from Wilmington High School 
and enrolled in the Army 
shortly thereafter. He was 
assigned to the Army 9th 
Infantry and was sent to 
patrol the border between 
North and South Korea. 

Nancy recalled her husband 


at from North Korean sol- 
diers, but protocol did not 
authorize American soldiers 
to fire back. Earl eventually 
decided that if he was going to 
be shot at, he might as well be 
able to defend himself by 
shooting back and so he vol- 
unteered for service in 
Vietnam. 

Leaving behind his family 
and high school sweetheart 
Nancy, whom he started dat- 
ing as a freshman, he set off 
for a thirteen month tour of 
Vietnam. 

“I saw him on the 1ipm news 
one night,” recalled Nancy. 
“He was on a bridge in 
Vietnam. I was sure it was 
him and then I saw the black 
onyx ring on his finger. I had 


Nancy. “He told them about 
the orphanages and the kids 
they helped. He was a proud 
veteran.” 

And he was a lucky one, sur- 
viving a shot to the head by 
enemy fire. One day Earl was 
talking with some comrades 
and turned his head just as a 
bullet lodged in his helmet. 


was a whole in the helmet,” 
said Nancy. “I have a picture 
of Earl holding the helmet 
with a beer and a couple of his 
buddies while they're roasting 
a wild boar.” 

Nancy also has other photos 
of Earl’s service in Vietnam. 
Some of those pictures illus- 
trate the powerful effects of 
Agent Orange, a substance 
used at the time by the United 
States military to destroy the 
vegetation that the Viet Cong 
was using as cover. 

“He called it sticky rain,” 
said Nancy referring to the 
now infamous substance. “I 
have pictures of banana plan- 
tations over there before they 
used Agent Orange and then 
photos after it was used. In 


1998 Earl was diagnosed with 
cancer. The lung cancer 
quickly spread to his brain 
and he passed away six weeks 
later. Earl never realized that 
the cancer he developed was a 
direct result of Agent Orange 
exposure. 

In fact, it took two years 
before the cause of the cancer 


“He wouldn't go because he 
didn’t have any symptoms at 
the time,” said Nancy. 

The family later learned that 
Earl's cancer diagnosis and 
symptoms were not uncom- 
mon for soldiers exposed to 
Agent Orange. 

Despite the cancer that 
eventually took Earl's life, 
Nancy feels grateful for the 
thirty years she was fortunate 
to have with her husband 
after his tour in Vietnam. 

“I feel like he died in 
Vietnam, but he got a bonus,” 
she said. “He got another 30 
years to live his life. Others 
weren't so lucky.” 

This month Nancy and Earl 
would have celebrated their 
39th wedding anniversary.

Selectmen consider automated collection 
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the increases in fuel costs that 
will soon be borne by munici- 
palities contracting with WM 
and other vendors. 

Automated collection would 
require that each resident be 
issued one standardized 64- 
gallon cart, designed specifi- 
cally to accommodate the 
truck’s mechanical arm, for 
refuse. Each resident would 
also be issued one likewise 
standardized 96-gallon cart for 
recyclables. Both carts are 
made of heavy-duty material, 
with two oversized wheels. All 
refuse must be inside the cart. 
No refuse left in bags beside 
the cart, for instance, would 
be collected. 

Introducing the ease of sin- 
gle stream recycling and pro- 
viding just one 64-gallon cart 
for refuse, Nocela opined, 
would result in a dramatic 
increase in residential recy- 
cling. According to Nocela, 
the town’s solid waste could be 
reduced by as much as 2,000 
tons per year, and it could 
increase recycling by as much 
as 850 tons per year. 

According to Nocela, it 
would also result in a more 
appealing appearance on 
trash day, 

It would, however; limit resi- 
dents on the volume of refuse 
that could be set out for col- 
lection. Residents would be 
required to schedule an 
appointment for bulk item dis- 
posal.

The increase in 
recycling by residents, which 
would result in significant 
savings to the taxpayer, was 
especially appealing. 

“Those who are recycling, 
we thank you,” Caira said to 
the Wilmington Community 
Access Television (WCTV) 
camera, “And those who do 
not, we hope you will join us. 
But even those of us who are 
recycling are probably not 
recycling as much as we could 
be. The ultimate issue is not 
to cost the taxpayer more 
money, and to address envi- 
ronmental issues.”

Godding takes 
third place in 
competition

Being mentally tough has 
never been a problem for for- 
mer Wilmington High athlete 
Sean Godding. Whether it was 
as a running back and line- 
backer for the Wildcats football 
team or as a pitcher and right- 
fielder for the baseball team, 
the 2004 graduate of 
Wilmington High always 
brought a focus to his play that 
helped him be successful as 

captain of both teams. 

It is that focus and that men- 
tal toughness that have led 
Godding to success in his latest 
athletic pursuit as well 
Godding has recently entered 
the field of competitive body- 
building and his career is off to 
a great start, as on April 12 he 
finished in third place in the 
Men's Junior Division of the 
New England Natural

“A couple of guys who were 
working out saw me and 
thought I had some potential,” 
Godding said. “I had been 
reading muscle magazines and 
seen Arnold Schwarzenegger’s

football and this was a great 
way to do it.” 

Since beginning train compet- 
itively, Godding has done much 
more than fill a void. His train-

PRESERVATION MONTH 
SPEAKER MAY 8 

In honor of Preservation 
Month, the Stoneham Historical 
Society in conjunction with the 
Stoneham Historical Commis- 
sion welcomes the general pub- 
lic to a very special presenta- 
tion. 

In 1971, the National Trust 
created Preservation Week in 
order to spotlight grassroots 
preservation efforts in 
America. Since then, it has 
grown into an annual celebra- 
tion of local history and archi- 
tecture.

According to Beckwith, the 
MMA is attempting to get legis- 
lation passed that would give 
town officials the same bar- 
gaining tools that are enjoyed 
by the state leaders, 

“Health insurance is a key 
area,” Beckwith said. “We 
address it in two ways.” 

In the first way, the MMA 
has formed a spin-off group 
called the Massachusetts 
Interlocal Insurance Associ- 
ation (MIA). Beckwith, who 
also is the head of this pro- 
gram, described it as a non- 
profit insurance program that 
provides the participating com- 
munities with lower cost health 
insurance. 

MIIA was incorporated by 
the Massachusetts Municipal 
Association in 1982 as a non- 
profit organization to, provide 
insurance services to the cities, 
towns and other governmental 
entities in Massachusetts that 
are members of the MMA 
MIIA functions as the adminis- 
trator for the MIIA Property 
and Casualty Group Inc. and 


the MIIA Health Benefits Trust. 

The MIA Property and 
Casualty Group, formed in 1987, 
provides property and casualty 
coverage for cities, towns and 
other governmental entities in 
Massachusetts that are mem- 
bers of the MMA. In addition, 
the P&C Group provides risk 
management services with an 
emphasis on loss control and 
loss management. The MIIA 
Workers’ Compensation Group 
Inc., formed in 1986, was 
merged into the Property and 
Casualty Group in July 1998. 

The Health Benefits Trust, 
formed in 1992, provides health 
coverage for the employees and 
retirees of cities, towns and 
other governmental entities in 
Massachusetts that are mem- 
bers of the MMA. 

However, these agencies 
aside, MMA is still working with 
the legislature to allow commu- 
nities to make health insurance 
decisions without negotiations. 
This is the same model the state 
uses. 

Beckwith explained, “The 
state makes the decisions in 
health insurance plans and tells 
the employees what they will 
contribute. The communities 
have to negotiate and then get 
the union’s approval.” 

He added, “It is all about 
parity in so many areas, 

“The local level has a good 
record of management. This 
could allow them to build on 
that.” 

Prior to being appointed to 
his position as Executive 
Difector of the MMA in January 
1992, Beckwith held a number of 
posts; Director of Work 
Environment, Environ-ment, 
and Technology Policy at 
UMassLowell (1991-1992); Member 
of the Massachusetts House of 
Representatives (1985-1991), 
where he served as Vice Chair

Abhh, a touch of Spring is finally here!! Now, where to 
begin in the garden... 

The Beds: It’s time to clean up all the leaves, branches 
and undesirables. Now is a good time for the first dose of 
fertilizer for all your shrubs. Holly Tone is the best fertilizer, 
for the evergreens and Plant Tone is best for all your 
other shrubs.  < 

Perennials: It’s now time to get started here by 
cutting back all of last year’s dead remnants 
Old flower stocks and branches-need to be re- 
moved. All grasses need to be cut back to 
ensure lush, new growth. Fertilize all 
your perennials with either a good 


5-10-5 product or Plant Tone. Now 
is also a very good time to split 
perennials and/or transplant 
them. 

The Lawn: Get your lawn 
going now! If the lawn is dry, 
enough, it should be first thatched to remove that barrier 
that inhibits the lime and fertilizers from getting to the roots. 
If you have not limed yet, you should test the PH level of your 
soil. Use a PH tester. Eric’s carries an inexpensive one that 
does the job. After you find out what your PH is, apply your 
lime or Miracal as needed. The first forsythia bloom is a 
signal to apply your first step of a lawn fertilizer with crab- 
grass control. 


If you need to fill in bare spots or do any kind of lawn 
seeding, now is the time to get started. First, and foremost, 
be sure there is a minimum of 4” and preferably up to 6” of 
good loam. If not, then you need to top dress what you have 
to get as close to 6” as you can. Again, you want to first 
make sure the soil PH is between 6 and7. Once those two 
tasks are complete, you can apply the seed. Use recom- 
mended amount. Do not overseed. Then, apply a starter 
fertilizer with crabgrass control. The next step to ensure 
proper germination is to keep the seed bed, (the top first 
inch), moist until germination is complete. 

The next step, and probably the most important, is that
